The  Repton  Rural  District  of  irregular  shape  lies 
in  the  southern  extremity  of  Derbyshire,  and  touches  the 
County  Boroughs  of  Derby  and  Burton-on-Trent.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Rural  Districts  of  Ashbourne 
and  Belper,  on  the  east  side  by  the  Rural  District  of 
Shardlow  and  the  County  of  Leicester,  on  the  western 
side  by  the  River  Trent  and  its  tributary  the  Dove,  which 
separates  it  from  the  County  of  Stafford.  The  district 
along  the  Trent  valley  is  fiat,  but  to  the  north  and  south 
the  land  rises,  attaining  a  maximum  altitude  of  600  feet. 


Occupation  of  Inhabitants.  Most  of  the 
district  is  agricultural  and  devoted  to  dairy  farming. 
There  is  a  small  coalfield,  and  brick  and  sanitary  pipe 
works  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  area.  Two  of  the 
largest  County  Institutions  are  situated  within  the  district, 
(i)  the  Derby  County  Mental  Hospital  with  over  1,300 
patients  as  well  as  nursing  and  domestic  staff  ;  (2)  Bretby 
Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  for  the  treatment  of  surgical 
tuberculosis  and  orthopaedic  defects  in  children,  with  200 
patients  and  staff.  In  addition,  Repton  School  with  its 
pupils,  teachers  and  officials  embraces  a  population  of 
about  500.  There  are  two  preparatory  private  schools  in 
the  district,  viz :  The  Ash,  and  Mickleover  Manor  School.

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EXTENSIONS  OF  WATER  MAINS 

Prepared  by  Engineer. 

Foston. 

Approximately  180  yards  of  3"  water  main  have 
been  laid  in  this  parish  to  supply  water  to  houses  in  the 
Derby-Uttoxeter  Road.  J  The  water  is  taken  from  the 
Hatton  supply. 

Hartshorne. 

Two  short  extensions  have  been  laid  in  this  parish, 
80  yards  of  3"  main  in  Sandcliffe  Road,  and  130  yards  of 
3"  main  in  Camps  Lane  to  supply  Council  Houses,  the 
water  coming  from  the  Hartshorne  supply. 

Lullington. 

The  South  Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company 
have  extended  the  mains  a  distance  of  approximately 
2,850  yards  to  supply  water  to  the  parish  of  Lullington, 
the  Council  having  given  a  guarantee  to  the  Company  of 
a  revenue  of  10%  per  annum  for  10  years. 

OVERSEAL. 

A  short  extension  of  60  yards  has  been  laid  at 
Green  Lane,  Overseal,  water  being  taken  from  the 
Council’s  supply. 

Smisby. 

Plans  and  sections  have  been  prepared  for  the 
supplying  of  water  to  the  village  of  Smisby  from  the 
existing  reservoir  at  Ashby  Road,  Woodville.  It  is 
expected  that  information  required  as  to  the  obtaining  of 
water  for  the  Scheme  will  be  available  for  submission  of 
the  Scheme  to  the  Ministry  in  the  near  future. 

Etwall  AND  Burnaston. 

During  the  year  the  South  Staffordshire  Water¬ 
works  Company  extended  their  main  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Etwall,  and  the  new  Airport  at  Burnaston. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

W  illington  Brook-course. 

Considerable  sand  pollution  of  this  brook-course 
has  been  complained  of  during  the  year,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  has  taken  up  the  matter  with  the  Willington 
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Gravel  Company,  whose  gravel  washings  have  overflowed 
into  the  stream,  and  also  with  the  Derby  Corporation 
whose  drainage  operations  on  the  new  Derby  Airport  at 
Burnaston  have  caused  considerable  disturbance  to  the 
normal  flow  of  the  stream. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 
Report  of  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Bretby. 

The  construction  of  the  Sewerage  Scheme  pre¬ 
pared  for  this  parish  by  the  Consulting  Engineers, 
Messrs.  Willcox,  Raikes  and  Marshall,  has  now  been 
commenced.  The  Scheme  provides  for  the  sewering  of  a 
portion  of  Ashby  Road  and  Bretby  Lane.  The  sewage 
from  Ashby  Road  will  be  pumped,  and  the  sewage  from 
Bretby  Lane  will  gravitate  to  the  Burton  Corporation 
sewers. 

Castle  Grksley. 

Approximately  1,400  yards  of  9"  and  6"  stoneware 
sewer  is  being  laid  from  Linton  Road,  to  take  the  drain¬ 
age  from  the  new  Council  Houses,  and  will  also  take  the 
drainage  from  houses  at  Mount  Pleasant,  and  also  deal 
with  the  sewage  which  is  at  present  dealt  with  on  the 
Mount  Pleasant  irrigation  area,  the  use  of  which  will  be 
discontinued.  The  whole  of  this  sewage  will,  in  future, 
be  treated  at  the  recently  constructed  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Castle  Gresley. 

Coton-in-the-Elms  and  Rosliston. 

The  general  Sewerage  Scheme  for  these  two 
parishes  is  in  abeyance,  but  a  short  length  of  sewer 
has  been  constructed  to  alleviate  the  nuisance  from 
the  Council  Houses  in  Narrow  Lane,  Coton-in-the-Elms. 

Hatton. 

The  Works  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for 
this  parish  are  now  nearly  completed,  and  the  Contract 
has  been  let  for  the  Scheme  for  dealing  with  the  Scropton 
Road  area.  The  sewage  from  this  area  will  gravitate  to 
a  pumping  station  and  then  be  lifted  so  that  it  will 
gravitate  to  the  Disposal  Works,  where  it  will  again  be 
lifted  for  treatment. 
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Linton. 

Approximately  300  yards  of  9"  sewer  has  been  laid 
to  take  the  drainage  from  Home  Farm  and  the  surround- 
property.  This  joins  the  existing  sewer  near  the  church 
and  will  be  treated  at  the  Disposal  Works. 

WlLLINGTON. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  the  amended  Scheme 
of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  of  this  parish,  and 
work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  sanction  is  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health.

The  Management  have  now  installed  mechanically 
fired  boilers  to  replace  the  hand  fed  boilers,  and  were 
hoping  that  the  new  chimney  would  have  been  in 
operation  by  the  end  of  the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Examinations  of  samples  for  bacterial  count  and 
for  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1923,  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

The  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
1926,  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Council. 

The  standard  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  has  been 
improved,  there  has  been  an  increased  number  of  cow¬ 
sheds  built,  and  'Accredited’  milk  is  being  produced  in 
the  District. 

Samples  of  milk,  etc.  are  taken  by  an  Inspector  of 
the  County  Council  and  analysed  by  them. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

Pasteurised  milk  is  produced  in  bulk  at  the  Wilts 
United  Dairies,  Ltd.,  Egginton  Branch,  to  whom  a 
‘  Pasteuriser’s  Licence  ’  authorising  the  use  of  the  special 
designation  was  granted,  and  a  sample  of  this  milk  is 
taken  quarterly  for  phosphatase  test. 

'Accredited’  milk  licences  are  granted  by  the 
County  Council,  and  have  resulted  in  many  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  sterilizing  arrangements  at  farms.

During  the  year  the  Council  reconsidered  the 
application  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1935,  as 
regards  sheep  and  lambs,  this,  however,  was  not 
adopted. 

The  weight  of  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  after 
inspection  in  the  Northern  District  was  1,253  lbs. 
Periodical  and  surprise  inspections  were  made  at 
slaughter  houses,  shops,  and  vehicles,  and  food  sup¬ 
plies  were  uniformly  good. 

Mr.  Crabtree,  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Southern 
District,  reports  as  follows 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  is  given  each  week 
in  fulfilling  the  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regu¬ 
lations,  1924,  comprising  the  inspection  and  prevention 
of  unsound  or  diseased  carcases  being  sold  for  human 
consumption,  and  also  seeing  that  the  meat  is  handled 
and  stored  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  prescribed 
in  the  Regulations.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  was  not  much  infectious  disease  during 
1938,  and  no  deaths  occurred  from  either  Scarlet  Fever 
or  Diphtheria.  Diphtheria  cases  are  sent  into  Hospital 
promptly  by  medical  practitioners,  and  usually  have 
Antitoxin  before  admission. 

With  the  enlargement  of  the  Repton  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  hospital  accommodation  is  ample,  and  all 
cases  can  be  admitted  without  any  delay. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  Woodville, 
Hartshorne,  Repton  and  Findern,  and  caused  2  deaths.
